tails of the destruction and loss of 
life on the island of Ambrim, caused 
.by volcanic upheaval on December 
4 and following days when cable re- 
ports told of the death of 500 people, 
the transformation of the coast and 
the forcing up of a new island from 
the neighboring sea, were brought 
here yesterday by the Canadian Aus- 
tralian liner Makura. 


The entire western part of the isl- 


and of Ambrim, New Hebrides, 
has 


been devastated by volcanic erup- 
tions, according to news brought by 
the Candian Australian liner Makura 
yesterday. 


Word was received at Snyder, prior 


to the departure of the Makura that 
on the sixth of December, six new 
craters were observed in active erup- 
ion and on the following day Mount 
Minnie collapsed. Inhabitants of the 
danger zone were compelled to take 
refuge in boats which they had hard- 


ly reached when two new 
craters 


burst, overwhelming the countryside 
with lava on its way to the sea. Vil- 
lages on the southern coast were also 
abandoned. No loss of life was re- 
ported among the white population 
and the fleeing people are said to 
have taken refuge at Port Sandwich. 
It is probable many of the natives on 
the western part of the island and the 
interior have perished on account of 
the lava cutting off retreat towards 
the sea. 


The steamer France succeeded in 


saving 500 natives, most of 
whom 


were old men, women and children 
left behind by young, able bodied men 
who at the first sign of danger took 
flight in canoes. 


The western part of the island was 


all afire and 
totally 
devastated. 


There is no trace of vegetation. The 
rest of the island was covered 
cinders, the trees even 'being 
with the weight.

IS SAID MAY RUN 


INTO THOUSANDS

Nagasaki, Japan, Jan. 13.—Indica- 


tions today are that the death list 
from the earthquake and volcanic 
disturbances around Kagoshima will 
run into thousands. 


Government 
authorities 
declare 
that any official estimate of the ex- 
tent of the disaster will be impossi- 
ble for several days. The population 
of the city of Kagoshima which is 
almost completely buried in volcanic 
ashes and stones was 60,000 at th» 
last census. The population of 
the 


adjoining island of Sakura, the cen- 
ter of the disturbance, is given as 
15,000. On this island hundreds are 
reported to have perished beneath, 
the streams of molten lava from the 
volcano of Sakura Jima. Many more 
were undoubtedly drowned while at- 
tempting to escape. 
Doctors and 


hospital attendants have been sent 
to the scene but it is difficult 
to 


reach the spot as railroad communi- 
cation is Impeded by the heaps of 
ashes and the tracks nave been dislo- 
cated by the earthquake. 


The force of the eruption of Sakura 


•lima is so great that showers of dust 
are falling here today although the 
distance between Nagasaka. and the 
Island of Sakura is about 90 miles. A 
refugee who arrived today from K«n- 
oshinia gave the following account of 
the disaster:

uated rushed to the beach and leaped 
on board junks and steamers which 
carried them across three miles of 
water to Kagoshima, ashes, stones 
and particles of white hot lava falling 
all the while on the decks. 


At Kagoshima the heat was intense. 


The constantly increasing hail of 
slowing cinders made it impossible 
for the citizens to remain. 


•'The horror was increased by the 


shaking caused by incessant shocks 
of 
earthquake, 
which rocked 
the 


houses all day. 


"More than 350 earthquake shocks 


were recorded before nightfall. 


"The people fled 
in 
disordered 


droves along the highways leading 
west and north of the city. They ha- 
abandoned everything in their flight 
and soon were suffering also 
from 


lack of food and drink. 


"When I left Kagoshima, the vol- 


cano resembeled an enormous set- 
piece of fireworks, glowing from the 
foot of the mountain to the summit. 
During the night the glowing lava 
illuminated the entire district. The 
volcano constantly emitted thunder- 
ous explosions." 


The burning rock and ashes set 


fire to several villages. At Moji, on 
the Kiushiu railway, one hundred 
persons were killed. 


Several villages along the foot of 


the volcano were buried in streams 
of lava yesterday.

TRUST PROBLEM 
TEXT OF MESSAGE 


Wilsoi Submits Ko'jjli Draft to 


His Ctbinet 


Will BE REVIEWED CAREFULLY 


President Reaches Washington After 


Resting Up For Several Weeks at 
Paaa Christian, On the Gulf Coast. 
Ovations at Many Stations Punctu- 
ate 
the 
Homeward Journey—Ap- 


pears Te Be IN pine Fettle. 


Washington, Jin. 13. — President 


Wilson, who returned here this morn- 
ing from Mississippi, laid the rough 
draft of h!» special message to con- 
gress on anti-trust enactments before 
the cabinet. 


In the president's absence a sum- 


mary of all pending anti-trust bills 
had beea prepared for him by Assist- 
ant Attorney General Todd. It is un- 
derstood that consenation will be 
the outstanding characteristic of the 
president's anti-trust message. It is 
expected that the same will be true 
of the recommendations which the 
attorney general will make, at least 
as far as changes in the Sherman 
anti-trust law are concerned. Until 
the president has had an opportunity 
to comer with the leaders in con- 
gress, the scope of the anti-trust mes 
sage will not be full} determined. 


The president told press represen- 


tatives he had framed his address to 
congress on legislation looking to the 
further curbing of the monopolistic 
tendency in great industrial affairs. 
The address would be reviewed and 
in its present form was subject to 
minor 
modifications. 
Further, the 


president said that he had read the 
projected bill for the establishment of 
the rural credit system. The bill In 
the main, he said, had his tentative 
approval. 


In giving his attention now to the 


trust and rural credit questions the 
president feels' that he Is carrying 
out not only the promises made in 
the party platform, but is fulfilling at 
the same time an informal under 
standing with members of the senate 
and house who sought to bring the 
subject of rural credits into the dis 
cussion of the currency bill and to 
prohibit Interlocking directorates an< 
otker trust evils by provisions in 
both the currency and tariff bills.

Will Care For Hie Mexicans Wlo 


Fled From Cjinaga, 


ALL TO BE TAKEN TO EL PASO 


War Department Heads Hold Confer- 


ence Following Receipt of Dispatch 
From General Bli*t, Who Repre- 
sented the Situation at Presidio at 
Serious and Requiring Immediate 
Decision. 


; 
Washington, Jan. 13. — A decision 


/was reached here that for the pres- 
ent the United States will care for 


, 3,000 federal soldiers and the women 
and children who joined them in the 
flight from Ojinaga, 


This course was determined upon 


in a conference between Secretary of 
War Garrison and Major General 
Wood and Counsellor Moore of the 
state department. 


It will cost the United States about 


; $1,000 a day to play the role of host 


to these Mexicans at Fort Bliss, at 
El Paso, Tex. To reach this point 
they will have to make a trip ovep 
land 60 miles to Marfa, Tex., the 
nearest 
railroad 
station. Arrange- 


ments have been made to provide 
railroad transportation for the refu- 
gees from Marfa to El Paso. All 
women and children who care to ac- 
company the soldiers will be permit- 
ted to do so. Others who may not 
will be allowed to stay at Presidio 
and will be cared for temporarily by 
the Red Cross, which already has 
charge of the sick and wounded Mex- 


i icans who came over from Ojinaga. 


( Later the 
immigration 
authorities 


will look after the noncombatants. 


Telegrams received from Brigadier 


General Bliss, commanding at San 
Antonio, and from Major McNamee, 
in charge of the army patrol at Pre- 
sidio, represented the situation 
as 


serious, requiring an Immediate de- 
cision as to what was to be done 
with the refugees. 


Major McNamee's latest report in- 


dicated that small detachments of 
federal soldiers are still being round- 
ed up in the district about Presidio. 
Besides the soldiers and the women 
and children, the American troops 
now have in charge more than 1,000 
horses taken from the federals and 
quantities of arms and ammunition. 
Including several field pieces. All the 
property will be retained indefinitely 
by the United States forces.

State Superintendent of Insurance 
Moore and Senator D. F. Mooney of 
Auglaize county, chairman of the leg- 
islative committee which conducted 
an investigation 
of the insurance 


business in Ohio. The insurance men 
agreed also to remedy some condi- 
tions alleged to be unfair by the com- 
mittee, such as failure to notify a 
policy-holder that his rate has been 
fixed high because of a removable 
hazard on an adjoining property. 


This result followed a prolonged 


conference in the governor's office. It 
was announced that the state admln- 
| istration had not given any counter- 
assurance that if rates were reduced 
no move would be made to enact the 
drastic 
legislation, 
including state 


control of rates, recommended by the 
insurance probers. 
There was no 


denial, however, that this was thor- 
oughly understood, or that the big re- 
duction was brought about by using 
the committee report as a lever to 
loosen the rate schedule. Li«utenant 
Governor Greenlund was an impor- 
tant factor iff! bringing together the 
state administration and the insur- 
ance men.

During the conference the belief 


was expressed' by. the governor, Su- 
perintendent -Moore and Chairman 
Mooney that tire rates in Ohio were 
excessive and that in all fairness to 
the buyers of insurance there should 
be a reduction.
